Morris to call at the Central Intelligence Agency for a dis- 
cussion of this natter in an effort to resolve this informally 
and thus avoid a formal appearance by Sr. Winner before the 
committee* 

b. Motify the appropriate officials of the Department of 
State of this development and what we propose to do* 

0 * If it should become necessary for Mr. Wisner to testier, 
obtain an understanding that no subordinate of his will be called 
and that the appearance will be before an executive session of 
the committee after briefing the committee as to the sensitivity 
of CIA and its relationships, and that no questions should be 
asked about CIA operations* 

2. General Smith recommended that Mr. Eisner take the following 
line for the purposes of discussions with counsel for the committee, 
or for his testimony before the committee itself if he appears* 

a. Make a brief factual statement to the effect that 
recommendation was made by I I for the use of the 

persons Indicated through an appropriate cutout mechanism
